A bored to the warre, which we haue al 
wars hitherto ſo moch abhoꝛred and 
Filed, by our neighbour and Nephicu 
Athe kyng of Dcottis, one, who, aboue 
all other. fo our manyfold benefites 
towardis hym, hath moſt iuſt cauſe to lone vs, to ho⸗ 
no2 vs, and to reioiſe in our quret : we haue thought 
good to notify vnto the woꝛld his doinges and beha 
uour in the pꝛouocation of this warte, and lykewyſe 
the meanes and wayes by bs vbſed to exchue and ad- 
uopde it, and the iuſt and true occaſions, wherby we 
be nowe pꝛouoked to pꝛoſecute the ſame, and by vtte⸗ 
rante and diuulging of that matier.to diſuurden ſom 
part of our inwarde diſpleaſure and griefe, and the 
circumſtaunces knowen , to lament openly with the 
wozlde, the infeltcitie of this tyme, in which thinges 
of ſuche enoꝛmitte do bꝛeſt out and appere. 

THE KTNG of Scottes our Nephiey and neigh⸗ 
bour, whom we in his youth x tender age pꝛeſerued 
and maynteined from the great danger of other. and 
by our authozitte and power conduced hym ſauely to 
the reall poſſeſſion of his eſtate, He nowe compelleth 
and fo:ceth'vs fo2 pꝛeſeruation of our honoure and 
right: to vſe dur puiſſaunce and power agaynſt hym. 


The like vnkindenes hath ben here ſhewed dy 
other in ſemblable caces againſt goddrs lawe, mans 
lawe, and al humanitie:but the o 


it chaunceth 

che moze it is to be abhoꝛred, 4 yet in the perſons of 

paincis fo: the raritie of theym = ſo happen but ſel⸗ 
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dame. as it hath nowe come to paſſe, 
1 HATH ben very rarely and (ſeldom ſeen befoze, 
that a king of Scottis hath had in martage adough 
ter of England: we can not, ne wpll not repꝛehend 
the kynge our fathers acte thertn, but lament and be 
ſoy it toke no better effecte. The kynge our father 
in that matier mynded loue, amitte, and perpetuall 
frendſhyp betwene the poſteritie of both, whtche how 
ſoone it fayled, the death of the kynge of Scottis ag 
a due punyſhment of god fo: his iniuſte tnuaſton tn- 
to this our realme, ts and ſhall be a perpetuall teſti⸗ 
monpe to they repꝛoche foz eucr,and pet in that pꝛe⸗ 
ſent tyme couldenot the vnkyndeneſle of the father 
extinguiſhe in vs the naturall loue to our Nephteu 
his ſonne, being than in the myſerable age of tender 
pouthe: but we than fozgettyng the dyſpleaſure that 
ſhulde haue woꝛthily pzouoked vs to inuade that re⸗ 
alme, nurriſhed and bꝛought vp our Nephteu to a⸗ 
chieue his fathers poſſeſſion and gouerneinẽt, where 
in he nowe ſo vnkyndly vleth and behaueth hym to⸗ 
wardes bs, as he compelleth vs to take armour and 
warre agaynſt hym. r 

1T 18 ſpecially to be noted, bpon what groundes, 
and by what meanes we be compelled to thts warre, 
wherm among other ts our chicke griefe anddifplea- 
ſute, that vnder a colour of faire ſpech and flattering 
wooꝛdes, we be in dedes ſo iniured contempned and 
diſpiled, as we ought not with ſufferauuce to pꝛeter⸗ 


mitte and paſſe oucr, Woꝛdes wzitinges letters mel⸗ 
ſages, ambaſſiatis, excuſes, allegations, coulde not 
N . moze 


moze pleaſantly, moze gently, ne moze reuerently be 
deuiſed and ſente, then hath bene made on the kynge 
of Scottis behalfe vnto vs, and euer we truſted. tie 
tree wold bzyng foꝛth good fruite, that was on thone 
partic of ſo good a ſtocke, and contynually in appa- 
rance put fo2th fo fayze buddes : and therfoꝛe wolde 
hardely byleue 02 gyue eare to other, that euer alled⸗ 
ged the dedes to the contraty, being neuertheleſſe the 
fame dedes lo manyfeft, as we muſte nedes haue re⸗ 
garded them, had we not haue ben ſo lothe to thinke 
cuell of our Nephteu, whom we had ſo many wayes 
bound to be of the beſt ſozte towarde vs. And there⸗ 
fo:e hauynge a meſſage ſente bnto vs the pere paſte 
from our ſayde Nephieu, and a pꝛomiſſe made fo: the 
repayzyng of the ſayd kynge of Stottis vnto vs to 
Toꝛke, and after great pꝛepatation on our part made 
therfoꝛe, the ſame metyng was not onely diſappoyn⸗ 
ted, but alſo at our being at Yoke, in the lieu therof, 
an tnuaſton made by our ſaid Nephtett his ſubicctes 
into our realme, declaryng an ciuident contemptand 
diſpite of vs : We were pet gladde to impute the de⸗ 
faute of the metynge to thadupſe of his counſaplle, 
and the inuaſion to the lewdnes of his ſubiectes: and 
accoꝛding thervnto gaue as benigne and gentyl au⸗ 
dience to ſuche Imbaſſadours, as repayzed hither at 
the Chꝛiſtmas afterwarde, as it noo ſuche cauſes of 
-diſpleaſure had occurred, ſpectally conſydetynge the 
good wooꝛdes, ſwete woozdes, pleaſant woozdts,eft- 
ſones pꝛoponed by the ſayd Imbaſſadours, not only 
to excuſe that was paſt, but alſo to perſwade kindnes 
gun and 


Scottis haupnge contrary to tharticle ofthe leage 
ok amitie, receyued and ent reteigned ſuche rebelles, 
as were of the chief and pꝛinciple, in ſterringe the in⸗ 
ſurrection in the Nozth ag aynſt vs. with refulal be⸗ 
foze tyme, vpon requeſt made to reſtoze the ſame: pet 
neuertheleſſe vpon offer made by the ſayde ambaſſa⸗ 
dours, to ſende coinnilfton to the bozdures, to deter ⸗ 
mine the debates of the confinies in the ſame, with lo 
great a pꝛetence of amitie and fo fayze wooꝛdes, as 
coulde be in ſpeche deſp2ed : we were contente fozthe 
tyme to fozbeare to pꝛeſſe them ouer extremely in the 
matiet of rebels, Albeit we neuer remitted the 


ſome cozreſpondence of dedes, condeſcended to the 
ſendyng of commiſſtoners to the bozders, whiche to 
our great charge we dyd, and the kynge of Dcottes 
our ſaid Nephieu the ſemblable , Where after great 
trauaile made by our Commiſſioners, this fruite en⸗ 
ſued, that being fo2 our part chalenged a prece of our 
grounde, playnly vſurped by the Scottig, and of no 
great value, being alſo fo2 the ſame ſhewed ſuch eut- 
dence, as moze ſubſtanciall, moꝛe autentique, moze 
plapne and euydent, cannot be bzoughte fourthe foz 
any parte of grounde within our realme, The ſame 
was neuertheleſſe by then denied, refuſed, aud the's- 
uidence only foz this cauſe reiected, that it was made 
(as they alledged) by Engliſhemen . And yet it was 
foo auncient, as it coulde not be counterfaite no 

and the value of the grounde ſo lytell, and of ſo fl 


wapte, 


and perfect amitie to enſue. Ind albeit the kyng of 


but deſyꝛous to make ttiall of our ſayde San dend 
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wayte, as no man wolde haue attempted to falſifte 
fo: ſuche a matier. Ind yet this denyall being in this 
wyſe made vnto our Commeſſioners, theyneuer the 
leſſe by our cõ ent departed as frendes, from 
the Commiſſioners of Scotlande, takyng oꝛder as 
hath ben accuſtomed fo2 good rule vpon the boꝛders 
in the meane tyme. 5 

AFTER Whychethey: reteſſe, the loꝛde Maxwell, 
warden of the weſt marches of Scotland, made pꝛo⸗ 
clamation foz good rule,but yet added therwith,that 
the bourderers of Scotlande ſhuld withdꝛawe their 
goodes from the bourders of England: And incon⸗ 
tinentely after the Scottiſſhe men bourdurers, the 
fourth of July, entred into our realme ſodeynly, and 
ſpoyled our ſubiectes, contrarye to our leages; euen 
after ſuche extremitie. as it had bene in tyme of open 
warre, woherat we moche meruayled, and were com⸗ 
pelled therfoze to furniſhe our bourdour with a gar⸗ 
riſon foꝛ defence of the ſame, Whervpon the kyng of 
Scottis ſente vato vs James Leyzmouth, maiſter 
of his howſcholde, with letters deuyſed in the moſt 
pleaſant maner, offerynge redꝛeſſe and refozmation 
of al attemptates. Ind pet neuertheleſſe at the entre 
of the ſayde Leyzmouth into England a great num 
bze of the Scottis.than not loked foʒ, made a foꝛrey 
into our bourders, to the great annoyance of our ſub 
iectes, and to theyzertreme detriment wherwithand 
with that vuſemely diſſimulation, we were not a lyt- 
tell moued, as reaſon wolde weſhulde, And yet dyd 
we notfynally ſoo extremely perſecute and continue 
our 


our ſapde diſpleaſure, but that we gaue benigne au⸗ 
dience to the ſayde Leyznouth, and ſuffered our ſelfe 
to be ſomewhat altred by his woꝛdes and fayꝛe pꝛo⸗ 
myſes, tendyng to the perſwaſton that we euer delp- 
red, to fyndethe kynge of Scottis ſuche a Nephteu 
vnto vs, as our pꝛoximitie of bloude, with our gra⸗ 
tuitie bnto hym, dyd require, 

IN THE meane tyme of theſe fayze wooꝛdes, the 
dedes of the boꝛders were as extreme as myghte be, 
and our ſubtectes ſpoyled: and in a rode made by ſpz 
Robert Bowes fo2 a reuenge therof,the ſame ſp2 Ro⸗ 
bert Bowes with many other taken pꝛyſoners, and 
vet detepned tn Scotlande, without puttynge them 
to fyne and raunſome, as hath ben euer accuſtomed, 
And beinge at the ſame tymea ſurceaunce made on 
bothe ſydes at the ſuite of the ſayde Leyzmouth fo a 
ſeaſon: the Dcottis ceaſſed not to make ſundzy inua⸗ 
ſions into our realme in ſuche wyſe, as we were com⸗ 
pelled to fo2gette fayꝛe woꝛdes. and onelye to conſy⸗ 
der the kyng ol Scottes dedes, whiche appered vn⸗ 
to vs of that ſozt, as they ought not foꝛ our duetie in 
defence of our ſubiectes, ne coulde not in reſpecte of 
our honour, be paſſed ouer vnrefo2med: and therfoze 
put in a redyneſſe out army. as a due meane wherbp 
we myght atteigne ſuche a peace, as foz the ſafegard 
Of our ſubiectes we be bounde to pꝛocure. 

AFTER Whiche pꝛeparation made, and knowlege 
had therof, the kyng of Scottis ceſſed not to bſe his 
Accuſtomed meane of fayze woꝛdes, which in our na⸗ 
tural inclination wꝛought eftſones their accuſtoined 


effect, 


effect euermoꝛe deſirous tofyndin the king of Scot⸗ 
tis ſuch a regard and reſpect to be declared in dedes. 
as the cozreſpodence of naturall loue in the Nephieu 
to ſuche an Uncle, as we haue ſhewed our felfe to⸗ 
wardes hym, dothe require, Yherfoze vpon new re⸗ 
queſt and ſuite made vnto vs, we determined to ſtay 
our army at Yoke, appoynting the Duke of Nofff, 
our lieutenaunt, the loꝛde pꝛiuy ſeale, the byſhop of 
Dureham, and the maſter of our hoꝛſes, there to cõ⸗ 
men treate and conclude with the Imbaſſadours of 
Scotlande, fo2 an amitie and pear vpon ſuche con⸗ 
dittons, as by reaſon and equitie were indyfferent, 
wherby the warte might be exchued. being by ſundzp 

muaſion of the Dcottis than open and manifeſt, 
IN TH1S communicatton betwene our and their 
comnuſſtoners, after diuers degrees of commiſſion, 
ſhewed by the Scottis, and finally one, that was by 
our commiſſioners allowed, matiers were pꝛopon ed 
fo: concluſion of amitie, nothing difficile oꝛ hard on 
our part, but ſo agreable to reaſon,as the conumiſſio⸗ 
ners of Scotlande ſayd, they doubted not. but yk it 
myght ones be bꝛoughte to paſſe. that the kynge of 
Scottis our Nephicu nught haue a meting with vs, 
all matiers ſhulde eaſyly be componed and determi⸗ 
ned. whervpon they lefte ſpeakynge of any articles 
of amitie and the ambaſſadours of Stotland made 
moche outward toy in communtcatton ot a metinge, 
they chewed them elke in wozdis facto and behaus? 
moche to delyde in it, to reiobce in it, and therewith 
thought it eaſy and facile to be concluded and _ 
: B pluhed 


plyſſhed, and fo2 their parte they toke it then foz a 
thing paſſed, a thing concluded, and moſt certayn to 
take effect, and only deſyꝛed. vi. dayes to obteigne an⸗ 
ſwere from their maiſter, and our army fo2 that tyme 
to ſtay and go no further. Wherbnto our commiſſio⸗ 
ners then a greed. 

AFTER THESE ſyxe dayes was ſent a commiſ⸗ 
ſion out of Dcotlande, with power to conclude a me⸗ 
tynge pꝛeciſely at ſuche a place, as they knew wel we 
wolde not, ne coulde not in wynter obſerue and kepe, 
wherwith whan our cõmiſſioners were myſcontent, 
the ambalſadours of Scotland to relieue that diſple 
ſure, and to tempꝛe the matier, wherby to winne moe 
tyme, ſhewed koꝛth their inſtructions, wherin liberty 
was gyuen to the ambaſſadours to excede theu com⸗ 
miſſion in the appoyntment of the place, and to con⸗ 
ſent to any other by our commiſſioners thought con⸗ 
uenient, whiche maner of pꝛocedyng. when our com⸗ 
miſſioners refuſed, alledging that they wold not con- 
clude a metynge with men. hauynge no commiſſion 
ther vnto, the ambaſſadours of Scotland vpon pꝛe⸗ 
tence to ſend foza moze ample and large commiſſion, 
agreable to their inſtructiõs fo appoyntment of the 
place, obteined a delay of other. vi.days.to ſende foz 
the ſaid ample cõmiſſion without reſtraynt of place. 
Ind after thoſe. vi.dayes they bzought foꝛthe a newe 
commiſſion, made in a good fourme,and withoutex- 
ception. But therwith they ſhewed alſo newe inſtru:· 
ctions, conteynynge ſuche a reſtrapyte as the fomer 
commillion dyd contepne, ſo às the libe ttie gyuen 90 q 
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the laſt remoued and taken away by the inſtructiõs, 
with addition of a ſpecial charge to the ambaſſadors 
not to excede the ſame, 

AND thus fy:ſte the ambaſſadours of Scotlande 
ſemed to haue wyll and deſyꝛe to conclude of a place 
ſemely and conuenent, whiche foꝛ want of commil- 
fion they myghtnot do, and at the laſte myght haue 
concluded a metynge by vertue of they: commiſſion, 
and then foꝛ feare of the commandement in they ſe⸗ 
cond inſtructions they durſt not. Ind fo they ſhewed 
they? fyꝛſt inſtructions partly to excuſe they? kynge, 
who ſhulde ſeme ſecretely to wyll moze, than in the 
cominiſſion he dyd openly pꝛokeſſe. 

AND THAN with an ample commiſſion from the 
kyng, they ſhewed they ſecret inſtructiõs foꝛ defence 
of them ſelf, why they pꝛoceded not accoꝛding to their 
commiſſion, not carynge howe muche they charged 
therin their kyng, whole faulte they difcloſed to dyſ⸗ 
charge them ſelf,truſtmg that by benefite of the wm⸗ 
ter appzochyng, and the tyme loſt in they? communi⸗ 
cation they? maiſter ſhulde be defended agaynſte our 
power foꝛ this pete, without doinge foz they? parte 
that by honour, right, lawe,and leages they be obli⸗ 
and bounde to do. Ind in this meane tyme oure 
taken pꝛiſoners in Scotland coulde not be 
deliuered vpon any ranſome, contrary to al cuſtome 
and vſage of the boꝛder in the tyme of peax ⁊ warte. 
and in this meane tyme ſtaied a great part of our ar⸗ 
my alredy pꝛeſted, and in our _ to go — 
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the Commiſſioners in the commiſſion was nowe at 


In thts tyme ambaſſadours (as ve haue herde)aſſeny 
bled to talke of an amitie and conclude it not. The 
treatyng of amitie was put outer by communication 
of a metynge. 
THE cõmunication of metyng was ſo handled by 
Altcration of commyſſton and inſtructions on theyz 
behalfe, as it appereth a plapne deuiſe onely crcogt- 
tate to2 & delgy, whyche hath apuen vs lyght, where 
vpon moe certeinly to iudge the king of Scotts in⸗ 
warde affection towardes vs, whole dedes and wo2- 
des well wayed and conſtdered, dothe vs playnely to 
vnderſtande, howe he hath contynually laboured to 
abuſe vs with ſwete and pleaſant woꝛdes, and to ſa⸗ 
tis y the appetites of other at home and abꝛode with 
his vnkynde and diſpleaſant dedes. In his woꝛdes 
he pꝛokeſſeth an indiſſoluble amitte, he alledgeth kin 
red, he knowlegeth benefttcs,onely the faulte is that 
he ſpeaketh an other langage to all the woꝛlde in de⸗ 
des, and therby ſo toucheth vs in honour and dene⸗ 
gation oftuſtyce, as we be infoꝛced and compelled to 
vſe the lwozde, whiche god hath put in our hande as 
an extreme remedy, wherby to obteigne bothe quiete 
fo: out ſubiectes, ⁊ alſo that is due vnto vs by right, 
pactes, and leages. 

w Ez HAVE paciently ſuffred many deluſions. and 
notaviy the laſte yexe, when we made pꝛeparatron at 
Yoꝛke foꝛ his repaire to bs: But ſhuld we ſuffer our 
people and ſubtectes to be ſo ofte ſpoyled without re⸗ 
medy e This is done by the Scottis what ſoo euer 
theyz woꝛdes be, Shulde we ſuffer out rebelles to ve 
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deteyned contrary to the lesges without remedye ? 
This is alſo done by them what ſo euer theyꝛ woꝛdes 
be. Shuld we ſuffcr our lande to be vſurped contra⸗ 
ry to our moſt playne euidence, onely vpon a wylle, 
pꝛyde, and arrogantye of the other partie This 15 
done by them what ſo euer they: woꝛdes be. Ind all 
thele be ouer pꝛeſumptuoully done agaynlte vs, and 
gyue ſuche ſignification of they? arrogancy, as it is 
neceſſary fo2 vs to oppꝛeſſe it in the begpnning, leſte 
they ſhuld gather further courage to the greater dil⸗ 
pleaſure of vs and our poſteritie hereafter, Ind pet 
in the entreatyng of this matier. ik we had not evut- 
dentiy perceyued the lacke of ſuche affection as pꝛox⸗ 
imitie of bloudde ſhulde require, we wold muche ra- 
ther haue remitted theſe infurics in reſpecte of pꝛoxi⸗ 
mitie of bloud to our Nephicu, than we dyd hereto- 
foze the inuaſion of his father. But conſyderyng we 
beſo ſurely aſcertayned of the lacke therof, and that 
our bloud is there frorne with the cold ay2e of Scot⸗ 
lande, there was neuer pꝛynce moꝛe vyolentiy com⸗ 
pelled to warre then we be, by the vnkyvnde dealyng, 
vniuſt behauour, vnpuncely demeanor ot hün that 
pet in natute is out Rephieu, and in his actes and 
dedes declareth hym ſelfe not to be moued therwith, 
ne to haue ſuche erneſt regarde to the obſeruatton of 
his pactes and leages, ne ſuch reſpect to thintreteyn⸗ 
ment of the adminiſtration of Juſtice, as naturall c- 
quite byndeth.and coaſertation of amitic dothe re⸗ 
quite: whiche we muche lament and be ſoꝛy foz, and 
vle nowe our foꝛce and — agatuſte hym, = 
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fo: reuengeance of our pꝛiuate diſpleaſure (being ſo 
-often deluded as we haue ben) but fo2 recoucrye of 
our tight, the pꝛeſeruation of our ſubiectes from iniu 
ries.and the obſeruation of ſuch leages as haue pal- 
ſed betwene vs, firmely truſting, that almighty god, 
vnder whom we reigne, woll aſſiſt and ayde our iuſt 
p20cedinges herein to the furthcrance and aduance⸗ 
ment of the right, whiche we doubt not ſhal euer pꝛe⸗ 
uayle againſte wzonge falſeheade descipte and diſſi⸗ 
mulation, 
CHITHERTO it appereth how this pꝛeſent warte 
hath not pꝛoceded of any demaund of our right of ſu 
petiozitie, which the kinges of Dcottes haue alwats 
Anowleged by homage and fealtie to our pꝛogeny⸗ 
tours euen from the begynnynge: But this warte 
hath ben pꝛouoked and occaſtoned vpon pꝛeſent ma⸗ 
tier of diſpleaſure.pꝛeſent iniurvy, pꝛeſent wꝛong my⸗ 
niſtred by the Nephieu to the Uncle moſt vnnatural 
ly, and ſuppozted contrary to the deſertes of our be⸗ 
nefites moſt bnkindly. If we had minded the poſſeſ⸗ 
ſion of Scotland, and by the motion of warre to at⸗ 
tepne the ſame, there was neuer kynge of this realme 
had moze opoztunity in the minoꝛity of our Nephieu 
Ne in any other realme a pꝛince that hath mo2e iuſte 
title. moze euident title, inoze certayn title, to any re- 
alme that he can clayme, than we haue to Scotland, 
not diuiſed by pꝛetenſe of matiage, not imagined by 
couenaunt, oꝛ contriued by inuention of argument, 
but lineally deſcended from the begynnynge of that 
aftate eſtabliſhed by out pꝛogenitours, and ragt, 
c 
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ſed ſucceſſiuely of the kinges of Scotlande by dedeg 
woꝛdes actes à wzitinges cotinually almoſt without 
interruption,o2 at the leeſt intermiſſton, til the reigne 
of out pꝛogenitour Henty the, v1, in whoſe time the 
Scottis abulcd the Ciuile warre of this realme, to 
they? licence and boldnes, in omitting of their dutie: 
whiche foꝛ the pꝛoximitie of bloudde bitwene vs, we 
haue ben ſlacke to require of them, being alſoof our 
ſelfe inclined to peace, as we haue euer been alwayes 
glad, rather without pzetudice to omyt to demaunde 
our right,if it myght conſerue peace.than by deman⸗ 
dyng therof to be ſene to moue war, ſpecially againſt - 
our neighbour, againſt our Nephieu, agaynſt hym, 
whom we haue pꝛeſetued from daungier, and in ſuch 
a tyme as it were expedient fo2 all Chʒiſtendome to 
be vnite in peace, wherby to be the moꝛe able to reſiſt 
the common ennemy the Turke. 

By T foz what ſo euer conſiderations we haue o⸗ 
mitted to ſpeake hitherto of the matier, it is neuer the 
leſſe true, that the kynges of Scottes haue always 
knowleged the kynges of Englande ſuperttoꝛ loꝛdes 
of the realme of Scotlaude, and haue done homage 
and fealtie fo the ſame. 

T H18 appereth fyꝛſt by hiſtozie, wzitten by ſuch as 
fo2 confirmation of the trueth in memozp, haue truly 
noted and ſignified the ſame, SECONDLY it ap- 
pereth by inſtrumentes of homage made by the kyn⸗ 

es of Scottis, and dyuers notable perſonages of 

cotlande, at dyuers and ſundzy times ſealed with 


theyꝛ ſeales, and remaynynge in our Trcaſoꝛpe.

THIRDLY ſt appereth by regeſters aud recoꝛdes 
iudicially and autentiquely made, pet pꝛeſerued foz 


truth, conteynyng declaration of ſuch matier as hath 
moſt euident pꝛobabilitie and apparance. Foz as it is

FYRST AS concernynge hiſtozics, whiche be cal⸗ 
led witneſſes of tymes, the lyghte of trueth, and the 
Iyfe of memo2zy, and fynally the conuentent way and 
meane, wherby thinges of antiquitie may be bzought 
to mens knowlege, they ſhewe as playnly this mat⸗ 
tier as coulde be wyſhed oꝛ required, with ſuch a con⸗ 
ſent of wziters, as coulde not fo agree bppon au vn- 


pꝛobable and lykely. that fo2 the better adininiſtrati⸗ 
on of iuſtyce amonges rude people, two o21no of one 
aſtate might be rulers in one countrie vnite as this 
Alle ig: ſo is it pꝛobable and lykely, that in the begin 
nyng it was ſo oꝛdꝛed foꝛ auopdinge diſcention, that 
there ſhulde be one ſuperiour in righte, of whom the 
ſayd aſtates ſhuld depende. Fccozding whervnto we 
rede howe Brutus, of whomthe realme than callyd 
Bꝛytapn toke foꝛſt that name being befoꝛe that tyme 
inhabtted with gyauntes. people without oꝛder oꝛ ci⸗ 
utlitie) had the lonnes, Locrine, Albanact and Cam 
ber, and determinyng to haue the whole Ille within 
the Occean lea to be after gouerned by them thꝛe, ap⸗ 
poynted Albanact to rule that nowe is called Scot⸗ 
lãd, Camber the parties ot᷑ wales. and Locrine that 


no we is called Englande: vnto whom as beinge the 


elder 


elder ſonne.the other two bꝛothers ſhuld do homage, 
recogniſynge and knowleagyng hym as they; ſupe⸗ 
rioʒ. Nowe conſider tf Brutus conquered all thts J- 
lande. as the hyſtozpe ſayeth he dyd, and then in his 
owne tyme made this oꝛder of ſuperiontie as afoꝛe: 
Howe can there be a title diuiſed of a moze playn be⸗ 
gynninge, a moze iuſte begynninge, a moze conueni⸗ 
ent begynninge fo: the oꝛder of this Jlande, at that 
tyme ſpecially when the people were rude. which can 
not without continual ſtrife and bartaunce conteine 
two oz thꝛe rulers in all poyntes equall without any 
maner of ſupertozttte, the in warde conſcience and te⸗ 
mozſe of whiche ſuperioꝛitie ſhulde in ſome part dull 
and diminiſhe the peruerſe courageof reſiſtence and 
rebcilion. The fyꝛſt diuiſion of this Idle we fynde it 
waite after this ſoʒt without cauſe of ſuſpection why 
they ſhulde waite amyſſe. Ind accozdynge here vnto 
we fynde alſo in hyſto x ſet foꝛth by diuers, howe fo 
tranſgreſſton againſt this ſuperiozttie, our pzedeceſ- 
ſours haue chaftiſed the kingesof Dcottis,and ſome 
depoſed, and put other in their places. 

vv will here omyt to ſpeake ot the rudenes of the 
antiquitie in particularitie, whiche they cared not di⸗ 
ſtinctly to cõmit to wꝛiting, but ſome authoꝛs, as An⸗ 1 
thomus Sabelltrus amonges other dilygentely en⸗ 7 
ſerchyng. what he might truely wzite of all Europe, 
and the Jlaudes adioynynge, ouer and beſides that 
whiche he wziteth ofthe nature maners and condy- 
tions of the Scottis, whiche who ſo lyſt to rede, ſhal 
fynde to haue, bene the very ſame in — * 
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we finde them nowe at this pꝛeſent, he calleth Scot- 
lande part of Englande, whtch is agreable to the di- 
utſion afozeſayd, beinge in dede as in the lande con- 
tynuall without ſeparation of the ſea, ſo alſo by ho⸗ 
mage and fealtie vnite vnto the ſame, as by particu⸗ 
lar declarations ſhall moſt manifeſtly appere by the 
teſtimony of ſuch as haue left wzityng foz pzoue and 
confirmation therof, Jn whiche matter paſſing ouer 
the deathe of kyng Humbꝛe, the actes of Dunwalde 
king of this realme the diuiſiõ of Belyn Bꝛene, the 
victozies of king Arthure, we ſhall begyn at the pere 
of our loꝛd. vc ccc. which is. o x L ii. ꝓetes by paſt, 
a tyme of ſufficient auncientie, from whiche we ſhall 
make ſpeciall declaration and euidence of the execu⸗ 
tion ot our right and title of ſupertozttte euermoꝛe cõ⸗ 
tynued and pꝛeſerued hytherto. 

JEDVYARD F the fyꝛſt befoze the conqueſt, ſonne to 
Ilured kyng of Englande, had vnder his domtnton 
and obedience the king of Dcottts. Ind here is to be 
noted, that this matter was ſo notozious and mant- 
feſt, as Maryon a Dcot waiting that ſtoꝛve in thole 
dayes, graunteth confeſſeth and teſttfieth the ſame, 
and this dominion continued in that ſtate. x x 112, 
pere: It whyche tyme Athelſtatne ſucceded in the 
ctowne of Englande, and hauyng by battayle con⸗ 
quered Scotlande, hemade one Conſtantine kynge 
of that partie, to rule and gouerne the countrye of 
Scotlande vnder hym, adding this pꝛincely woozd, 
That it was moze honourko hym to make a kynge, 
than to be a kyng, 
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x x 1111, peres after that, whyche was the pere of 
ourlozde, decccxLv1r, Eldzed kynge our pꝛogeni⸗ 
tour, Athelſtains bother, toke homage of Jriſe then 
king of Scottis. 

x x x, yeres after that, which was the pere of our 

lozde, pecccLxxv1ii, kyng Edgar our pꝛedeceſſoz 
toke homage of Kynalde king of Scottis. Here was 
a lyttell trouble in Englande by the death of ſayncte 
Edwarde kyng and marty?2, diſtroyed by the decette 
of his mother tn lawe: but yet within memozy. 
xL, yeres after the homage done by Kynald to king 
Edgare, that is to ſay, in the pere of our lozd, xx vit, 
Malcolme the kynge of Dcottis dydde homage to 
Knute our pzedeceſſour, Itter this homage done the 
Scottis vttered ſome piece of their naturall diſpoſi⸗ 
tion. whervppon by warre made by our pꝛogenitour 
ſainte Edwarde the confeſſour , x x x1 x, yere after 
that homage done. that is to ſay,the pere of ourlozd, 
LV Malcolme kynge of Scottis was vanquif- 
ſhed, and the realme ok Scotlande gyuen to Mal⸗ 
colme his ſonne by our ſayd pꝛogenitour ſapnte Ed- 
warde: vnto whome the ſayde Malcolme made ho- 
mage and fealtie. 

vVITHIN, XI, petes after that William Con- 
querour entred this realme, wherof he accompted no 
perfect conqueſt, vntyll he had lykewiſe ſubdued the 
Scottis, and therfoze in the ſayd yere , whiche was 
in the pere of our loꝛd. x x x v ! 11. theſapd Malcolm 
kyng of Scottis dyd homage to the ſayde william 
Conquerour, as his ſuperiour by 8 bynge of

but pet no intermiſſion without the termes of memo⸗ 
ty. Fo2 within, x L 1 111, pere after, whiche was the 
pere of our loꝛde, ncccxxvi, Edwarde Baliol, af- 
ter a great victoꝛy in Scotlande agaynſt thother fa⸗ 
ction, and enioyenge the crowne of Scotland, made 
homage to our pꝛogenitour Edwarde the thyꝛde. 

AND, x x, yeres after that, which was in the pere 
of our loꝛde, MCCCXLv1, Dautd Bruſe, who was 
euer in the contrary faction, did neuertheleſſe in the 
title ot the crowne of Scotland, wherof he was then 
in poſſeſſion, make homage to our ſayde pzogenitour 
Edwarde the thyꝛde. 

VV ITHIN, 1X 'peres after, this Edward the thy:d, 
to — the infidelitie of the Dcottis, made warte 
agaynſt them: where after great victoztes,Edwarde 
Balltol hauyng the tuſt and ryght title to the realme 
of Scotlande, ſutrendꝛed clerely the ſame to our ſaid 
p:ogenttour at the towne of Rokyſbzough tn Dcot- 
lande:where out ſaid pꝛogenitour accepted the ſame, 
9 cauſed hym ſelke ta be crowned kynge of 
cot⸗ 


Scotlande, and fo2 a tyme enterteygned it, and en⸗ 
toyed it, as very p2opttetary ⁊ owner of the realme, 
as on thone parte by conftſcation acquyzed , and on 
the other parte by free wyll ſurrendzed vnto hym. 
AN p then after the death of our ſayd pꝛogenitous 
E DVV AR DE thethirde, beganne ſeditions and in⸗ 
ſurrections in this our realme, in the tyme of our pꝛo 
genitout K1CHARDE the ſeconde, which was aug⸗ 
mented by the alteration of the ſtate of the ſatd Ry⸗ 
charde, and the deuolution of the ſame,to Henry the 
1 111,ſ0 as the Dcottis had ſome leiſure to play their 
, and folowe their accuſtomed manter . And 
pet Henty the. v.foz recoucry of his ryght tn France, 
commaunded the kyng of Dcottis to attende vpon 
in that tourney, in this tyme the realme of 
cotlande being deſcended to the houſe of the Ste⸗ 
wardes, of which our Nephieu directly cometh, Ja- 
ines Dtuarde kynge of Scottis, in the pete of oure 
lozde, ccecxxin, made homage to Henry the, v1, 
at woyndeſoutr. Yohiche homage was diſtaunt frome 
the tyme of the other homage made by Dauid B2ule

ſon as afoze: ſo do there remapne inſtrumentes made 
therbpon and ſealed with the ſeales of the kynges of 
Scotlande teſtifyenge the ſame.

No vv Z FOR the thy de parte touchinge recoꝛdes 
and regeſtres, we haue thein ſo foꝛmall, ſoo autenti⸗ 
quall, fo ſeriouſly handeled, and with luche circum⸗ 
ſtaunces declarynge the matiers, as they be # ought 
to be a greatcozrobozation of that hath ben in ſtozies 
wztten and repoꝛted in this matier. Foꝛ amonges o⸗ 
ther thynges we haue the ſolempne acte, and iudici⸗ 
al pꝛoceſſe of out pzogenitour x yv AR p the firſte,

AND fpnally aft er a great conſultation and mature 
deliberation, with diſcuſſion of the allegatios pꝛopo⸗ 
ned on al parties, ſentence was giuen fo the title of 
Baltoll, acco2dyng whervnto heentoyed the realme. 
But foꝛ confirmation of the duety of homage befoꝛe 
that tyme obſerued by the kynges of Scottes, it ap- 
pereth in thoſe recoꝛdes, howe when thoſe competi- 
tours of the realme of Scotland repaired to ourſatd 
p2ogenitour, as to the chtefe 102d foz diſcuſſion of the 
ſaine, tn as muche as the auctoꝛitie of the iudgement 
to be gyuen depended thervpon : 2 was a \ 


red, that the hole parlfament of Scotland ſpiritual 
tempozall and of all degrees aſſembledfoz that pur- 
poſe, and conſtderyng vpon what ground and foun- 
dation the kynges of Scotlande had tn tymes paſte 
made the layd homages and recognition of ſuperyo- 
ritie, the ſayd parlyament fynding the ſame ſubſtan- 
tiall good and true, ſhulde if they ſo demed it, yelde 
and geue place, and by expꝛeſſe conſent recogniſe the 
ſame. At whiche parlyamente was alledged vnto 
theym, as appereth in the ſame reco2des, not onely 
theſe actes of the pzynces befoze thoſe dapes.,and be⸗ 
foꝛe reherſed : but alſo beſydes the teſttmonye of ſto⸗ 
ryes, the wzptinges and letters of fozeyn pꝛincis, at 
that tyme recitynge and reherſynge the ſame. wher⸗ 
bppon the ſayde parlyament dyd there agree to this 
our ſuperto;itte, and enſuynge they: determination 
dyd particularly and ſeuerally make homage and fe- 
aultie with pzoclamation : That who foo euer with- 
dꝛue hym ſelfe from doinge his duetie therin, ſhulde 
be taken and reputed fo2 a rebel. Ind ſo all made ho⸗ 
mage a fealtie to our pꝛogenttour Ed warde the firſt, 
The realme was in the tyme ok the diſcuſſion of the 
title ruled by gardtans deputed by hun: all caſtels x 
holdes were ſurrendꝛed to him as to the ſuperto2 loꝛd 
in the tyme of vacation, benefices, offices, fees, pꝛo⸗ 
mottons paſſid in that tyme from the mere gift of our 
ſapde pꝛogenitour. as in the right of thts crowne of 
England, Sheriffes named and apoynted, wzittis x 
pꝛeceptes made obeyed and executed: And finally al 
that we do now in the Duchy ol Lancaſter, the ſame 
| G dyd 
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dyd our pꝛogenitout fo: the tyme of contention fo: 
that title in the realme of Dcotlande, by the conſent 
and agrement ot all aſtates of the realme aſſembled 
and conſulted with fo2 that purpoſe. At whtche tyme 
the byſhoppes of ſaynt Indzewes and Glaſcoo were 
not as they nowe be archebyſhoppes, but recogniſed 
the pꝛouince of our archebiſhop of Yozke, whiche ex⸗ 
tended ouer all that countrey, 

No vv it the Scottis wyl take exception to the ho- 
mages of thep? pꝛyncis, as made in watre ⁊ by foꝛce 
whiche is not true: what wyll they ſay 02 can they foꝛ 
ſhame alledge agaynſt their owne parlpament, not 
of ſome, but of all confirmed x teſtified by theyꝛ wzi⸗ 
tynge and ſcales? whervnto nothing enkoꝛced thein, 
but right and reaſon, being paſſed in peace and quiet 
without armour oꝛ compulſion. If they ſay then did 
tt not, they ſpeake like them ſelues : If they ſay they 

dyd it, then doo they nowe lyke them ſelfes,to with- 
duawe their duetie, not ſo moche to be blamed, as to 
be amended. 

THVS APPERETH bnto pou the begynnyng of 
the righte of ſuperioꝛitie. with a perpetuall conty⸗ 
nuaunce, without intermiſſion vuthin memozy, cer⸗ 
tayne omiſſion and fozbearynge vpon the groundes 
and occaſtons befoze ſpecified we deny not. Wherby 
they haue many tymes ſought and taken theyz opoꝛ⸗ 
tunities,to withdꝛawe the doinge of chep2 duetie in 
knowlege of ourſuperiozitie ouer theym, whiche to 
auoyde, they haue not cared what they ſayde oꝛ alle- 


ged, though it were neuer lo . / ipeng alwayes 
tt, in 


in awayte whan they might annoye this realme, not 
without theyꝛ owne great dangier peril and extreme 
detriment. But as they detrected the doing of they? 
duetie, ſo god euer graunted bnto this realme fozce 
to compell them ther vnto within memozy, not with⸗ 
ſtandyng any theyꝛ interruption by reſiſtence, which 
vnto the tyme of our pꝛogenitour Henty the, v1, ne⸗ 
uer indured ſo longe as tt made intermiſſion within 
tyme of mpnde, wherby the poſſeſſion myght ſeme to 

be enpaired, from the tyme of Henry the, vr, vnto the 
leueuth pere of our reigne, how our realme hath ben 
fo: a ſeaſon lacerate and tone by diuerſitie of titles, 
tyl our time and ſyns by warre outwardly vered and 
troubled, The ſtoꝛy is ſo lamentable foz ſome parte 
therof, as were tedious to rcherle. 

SITHENS THE death of our pꝛogenitour Hen- 
ty the, vi, our grandfather Edwarde the. 1111, rey⸗ 
gned; who after great trauatles to atteyne quietneſſe 
in his realme, fynally in the tyme of pꝛeparation of 
watre againſt Scotlande, dyed. 

RICHARD E the, 111, than vſurped fo2 a ſmalle 
tyme in yeres, whome the kynge our father by the 
ſtrength of goddis hande ouerthꝛew in battaile, and 
mooſt tuſtely attayned the poſſeſſion of this realme, 
who ncuertheles after the great tempeſtious ſtoꝛmes 
fyndynge all matters nat yet bzoughte to a perfecte 

uiete and reſte, ceaſſed and fo2bare to require of the 

cottis to do they: duetie, thynking it policy rather 
fo: that tyme to aſſay to tame their nature by the ple⸗ 


ſant contunction and conuerſatton of affinitie, then 
to 


to them with they: fault, and requpꝛe duety of 
them, opo2tunttte ſerued not,by koꝛce and feare 
to conſtrayne and compell them. 
AND thus paſſed ouer the reygne of our father, 
without demaunde of this homage. Ind beinge our 
teygne nowe , xxxIIII, yeres, we were, x x 1, pete 
letted by our Nephteu his minoꝛitie, being then moꝛe 
carefull howe to bzinge hymn out of daungter, to the 
place of a then to receyue of hym homage when 
he had full poſſeſſion in the ſame. Yoherfoze beinge 
now paſſed ſithens the laſt homage made by the kin⸗ 
ges of Scottis to oure pꝛogenitour Henry the, v1, 
xx, pete, at whiche tyme the homage was done 
at windeſoꝛ by James Stuard, then king of Scot⸗ 
tis, as afoꝛe. Lv1, of theſe peres the crowne of this 
realme was in contention, the trouble wherof engen⸗ 
dꝛed alſo ſome bulynes in the tyme of the kynge our 
- father, whiche was, x x 1 1 1 1, yere: Ind in our tyme 
x x1,yere hath paſſed in the mtnoztte of our Nephieu. 
So as finally the Dcottis reſoꝛtyng to they: onely 
defence of diſcontinuance of poſſeſſion, can onely al⸗ 
ledge juſtly but, x 111, pete of ſplence in the tymeof 
our reigne, being all the other t»mes ſithens the ho⸗ 
mage done by James Stewarde ſuche as the ſilence 
in them had they ben neuer ſo longe, coulde not haue 
ingendꝛed pꝛeiudice to the loſſe of any right, that may 
yet be declared and pꝛoued due. Foz what can be im⸗ 
puted to bang Edward fo2 not demandyng homage, 
beinge in ſtrife fo2 that eſtate; whervnto the homage 
was due? That ſhuld Bycharde the, 111, — foꝛ

homage in Scotlande, that had neither right ne ep; 
lure to haue homage done vnto hym in E ee 
Who can blame our father, knowynge the Scottis 
nature, neuer to do their duetie but foz fare, if he de⸗ 
maunded not that of them, whiche they wold erchue 
if they might. being his realine not clerely than pur⸗ 
ged from vll ſeede of ſedition, ſparkeled and ſcattered 
ia the cruell ciuile warres befoze. 

LAVVE AND reaſon ſetueth, that the paſſing ouer 
of tyme not commodtous fo2 the purpoſe, is not al⸗ 
legable in preſcription fo2 the loſſe of any right. And 
the minoꝛitie ofthe kyng of Stottis hath endured 
x xl, petes of out reigne, whyche being an impedi⸗ 
ous on their part, the hole pꝛeſcription of the Scot⸗ 

8, tf the matier were pꝛeſcriptible, ts thus deduced 
euidentely to, x 111, pete, whiche, x 1 11, pere with⸗ 
out excule we haue ceaſſed and fo2bozne to demaunde 
our duetie, lyke as the Scottis haue lyke wyſe ceſſed 
to offer and tende the ſame, Foꝛ whiche cauſe ncuer- 
theleſſe we do not enter this warre, ne mynded to de⸗ 
maunde any ſuche matier: Nowe beinge rather deſi⸗ 
rous to reioyſe and take comfozt in the frendſhyppe 
of our Nephicu, as gure nepghbour, than to maue 
maticr vnto hym of diſpleaſure, wherby to alienate 
ſuche naturall inclination of loue, as he ſhuld haue 
towarde vs. But ſuch be the wozkes of god,ſuperto; 
ouer all, to ſuffre occaſions to be minyſtred, whereby 
due luperiozitie may be knowen demanded and requi 
red, to the intent that accozding thervnto all thinges 
gouerned in due oꝛdet here, we may to his Penne

paſſe ouer this lyfe, to his honour and glozy, whiche 
he grant vs to do tn ſuch reſt peace and tranquillitte, 
as ſhalbe mete and conuentent fo2 vs. a
